Drought losses in the two previous 
years had reduced stock numbers considerably but the present resort 
reflects the reasonably good conditions during the last year. Sheep and 
cattle both record substantial increases in numbers and Spee ra liy Mike as wims 
features are the increased number of lambs marked for 191.6 and the increased 
number of ewes for the 1947 lambing. The reported losses from drought 
and ail other Causes were:- Sheep 379,992 (00,254). Canttle WWeece 
Woo) norees 4,450 (14,201) and rige 6,590 (7, 760).

(109,365) rams and 1,962,938 (925,81) lambs. 


BREEDS OF SHEEP, There were reported to be 5,926,162 pure bre 
merino; 442,187 other sure breeds (for which particulars will be available 
later); 274,068 merino comebacks and 1,415,902 all other, including 
crossbreds, These particulars have not been collected since 1940, when 
PaeeSeaccetulve figures were 8,251,883; 249,535; 593,017 and 1,168,986. 


WAMBING 1946. 3, 748,453 (3,036,031) ewes were mated and 
2795/,508 (1,469,831) lambs were merked, giving a lambing percentage of 
75-69 (48.41). The percentage has been exceeded only by the record of 
76.66 in 1917, but the number of lambs marked was exceeded in each of 
the yeers1938 to 19435, the record being 3,322,810 in 1943. 


LAMBING 1947. 4,133,564 ewes were mated or intended to be mated 
Pom rabing during 1947 —- 2,921,234 to merino, corriedale or solwarth 
Pema) 14212,555 FO Fams of other breeds, Although the number of ewes 
mated or intended is nearly 400,000 more than the actual for 1946 and 
@eeo,000 more than for 4945, it still is over 500,000 less than the 
number for 1943.

The 
total wool »roduction would include approximately another 16,000,000 
(10,557, 804) lbs for wool fellmongered and on skins for ex,ort, making a 
Pel woo!  roduetion of 92,000,000 (73,603,731) lbs. 


CATTLE, All kinds 423,980 (374,096) inerease 49,884.and the 
number now is nearly back to the 1943 figure of 424,253 which was excecded 
nly by 425,811 in 1923. Dairying cows 186,920 (175,695) were classifica
